The St. Petersburg government has 


allowed the news that peace negotia- 
tions 'have been begun to reach the 
•world. The -czar has outlined the con- 
ditions under which he is willing to 
negotiate with "Japan and the end el! 
tho war is expected within a short 
time. 


Due to America and France. 


Much credit is given to the United 


States and France for the result. The 
part played by these nations in the 
successful 
diplomatic maneuvers is 


not revealed, but the relief of the 
Russian officials who have been seek- 
ing to end the disastrous conflict with 
Japan is apparent. 


A telegram froa northern European 


capital received in London says: 


"I have just learned on reliable au- 


thority that Russia has asked Delcasse 
to act as an intermediary and open 
peace negotiations with Japan. Del- 
casse has signified his willingness, but 
nonslders that iansdowne's corf)ucra- 


lion fs essentfal to"success/' 


Will Negotiate Direct. 


"When peace negotiations arc com- 


menced it will be between Russia and 
Japan direct and not through any in- 
termediary." was Minister HayasVii's 
comment when shown this dispatch. 
Minister Hayashi said he attached no 
importance to tho statement, but be- 
lieved that France was trying to in- 
fluence Russia to open . negotiations 
tor peace. 


"So far as I know," he added, "no 


negotiations have been begun, but 
\vhen Russia is ready to make terms 
Japan will be happy to 
consider 


them." 


Minister Hayashi repeated his pre- 


vious statements that Japan is not no- 


\ ticing peace rumors, bur, steadily pre- 


i paring to prosecute the war to the bit- 


i ter end. 


Ambassador Is Moved. 


At Foreign Secretary Lansclowne's 


residence it was said it would be use- 
less to ask Lord Lansdowne for an ex 
pression of opinion at the present 
juncture, as he must decline to give 
out any statement on the subject of 
peace. 


Henry White was given a farewell 


reception by King Edward, Mr. White 
will leave England for Rome next 
week. It is said President Roosevelt 
is anxious that all the new ambassa- 
dors should be installed by the time 
peace negotiations are approaching 
conclusion.

MISS HUMPHREY SENDS REPORT 


OF ENGINEER IN CHARGE. 


WHAT THE WORK 
REALLY IS 


Delays at Present Mean Certainty in 


the End -Gigantic Work 


Being Accomplished. 


(Prom Mary Humphrey) 


Colon, Canal 'Zone, March 15, '05. 


Work is now getting everywhere in 


the Canal Zone. One feels as if some- 
thing was being 
accomplished. 
I 


hope to visit Cuiebra Cut in the near 
future and will write concerning itj 
after my visit.. 


Following is given an article writ- 


ten by Chief Engineer Wallace on 
the construction of the canal. It ap- 
peared in the "Star and Herald" the 
daily paper published"at -Panama'. Re- 
public of Panama. March 12. 


The function of the former Isth- 


mian' Canal Commission was to de- 
termine the most 
advantageous of 


the several routes 1'or an isthmian 
canal. 


The most prominent among the var- 


ious routes considered were Nicara- 
gua and Panama. . 


The physical condition at Nicara- 


gua necessitated the use of Lake Nic- 
aragua at the summit level, it being 
approximately one hundred feet above 
sea level 


The level of Lake Nicaragua natur- 


ally controlled the elevation of the 
summit level of a canal on this route. 
The construction of a canal at lower 
elevation, or a sea level canal,, at Nic- 
aragua, was self-cvidcnlly inadvisable 
and impracticable. 


It was apparent that in order to 


make a fair comparison between the 
two routes, the plan for a canal at 
Panama .should include as near as 
possible the same characteristics and 
be subject to the same conditions as 
existed at Nicaragua. Hence, tlte ne- 
cessity for the condition of a plan 
.based on a level of ninety 
fcot at 


Panama and providing for an artific- 
ial 'lake, is apparent. 


This resulted in the plan recom- 


mended by the former commission, a 
fundamental factor 'being the Bohlo 
dam creating this artificial lake. 


The Chagres 'River 


Incidentally ti10 Chagres river .was 


an important factor, as 'it rendered 
possible the creation of'this arl.ifi- 
ial lake on the summit level of the 
canal: 
This lake formed the means 


of solving the problem as to the con- 
trol of the Chagres river. 


The essential feature'of this plan 


consisted of a dam at Bohio, with its 
crest ninety feet above sea level, tlie 
natural gap through the saddle at the 
headwaters of the. Gitauti, three miles 
away from the site of the dam, pro- 
viding an ideal arrangement for the 
necessary spillway to maintain 
the 


normal surface of the water in Lake 
Bohip.tciv feet below the crest of this 
dam.--.it being, calculated that'the mar- 
gin between ' the level of the water 
at ninety • feet and the crest of the 
dam;at one hundred feet would pro- 
vide, a reservoir in Lake, Bphio which 
•would'lake care of., the.'greatest.'floods 
ever.-.:known to pour down the Chagres 
valley; 
v 


Giganlit 
Spillway 


The situation of the Giganit spill- 


way was ideal, being three miles from 
the site of the dam, and enabling tlfe 
surplus water of the lake in times of 
Hood, to enter the sea through a scr- 
ies of swamps without again entering 
or interfering with the canal below 
Bohlo, a slight levee 'on the western 
side of the canal being sufficient to 
l\ccp the over-flow waters out of the 
actual canal channel, this levee also 
taking care of'the water which would 
enter.the original valloy of the Chag- 
res below'Bohio: n series of drainage 
ditches and river diversions 
being 


planned to be constructed to 
inter- 


cept the- drainage entering the valley 
of the Chagres from the 
eastward, 


this drainage being collected by these 
various drainage channels and diver- 
ted,-.in to Manzanillo Bay o;ist of Col- 
on.

The .present commission, however, 


are-iintrameled by the recommenda- 
tions of .the former commission, find 
Jire free to determine

nomical and efficient plan

construction of a

general route between Colon and Pan- 
ama, so long as the ullimatc cost 
and time of completion does not ma- 
.terially exceed 
I lie estimates of cost 


and time recommended by the former 
commission, and which ' constituted 
the basic information upon which the 
American Congress passed • what is 
fcnowji as the "Spooner Act" author- 
iziug the construction of the Panama 
Canal and creating the present com- 
mission. 


The Work Begun"*" 


On Juue 1, 1004, the. present chief 


engineer entered ihc service of the 
Isthmian Canal Commission, and'af- 
ter a few day's conference with the 
commission at Washington 
and .in 


preparation for his departure for the 
country sailed from 
New York on 


June 21st, arriving on the Isthmus 
on Juno'2Cth. and on July 1st assum- 
ed charge of the work as chief engin- 
eer. 


• 
He found a force at work in the 


summit cut at Cuiebra under the im- 
mediate charge of Mr. A. C. Harper,, 
the assistant of Colonel W. M. Black, 
TJ. S. Corps of Engineers, 
Colonel 


Black having been stationed on the 
Isthmus for a year previous to this 
time as the representative 
of this 


Isthmian canal commission, 
observ- 


ing the French methods and supervis- 
ing the. transfer of the property to 
the United Slates. 


The force employed at 
Cuiebra 


showed about seven- hundred names 
on the pay roll. This number of men 
was necessary to provide a 
daily 


working force of approximately live 
hundred, and included French "engin- 
eers, and superintendents in charge 
of the work, the larger part of the 
force-,. not only laborers but mechan- 
ics .artisans and the clerical staff, be- 
ing Jamaico negroes. 


Merely a Theory 


For years the work at Cuiebra had 


been conducted on the theory of the 
minimum amount of expenditure to 
retain control and possc-sr/onjbf the 
franchise, and previous to turning" it 
over to the United States approxi- 


mately twenty-five thousand 
cubic, I 


yards of material per month, were be- • 
ing excavated, this amount varying! 
from month to month, and the quanti- 
ties being determined by the number 
of cars of materials excavated and 
removed, the measurements 
of the 


quantities however, being 
more or 


less approximate. 
As the cars were! 


irregularly loaded, the 
contents of I 


each car was determined by the vis-j 
ual Inspection of men 
employed for j 


this purpose. 


The 
lowest point to 
- which the 


summit cut had been excavated at | 
that time was approximately 
one 


hundred and fifty feet above sea lev- 
el, the work being conducted on. tile 
basis of a canal with an elevation of 
one hundred and twenty feet above 
the level of the sea. 


Any plan which may be determined 


upon at a lower elevation than one 
hundred and twenty feet 
naturally 


necessitates the widening of the orig- 
inal excavation. 


The Problems 


As the most important and funda- 


mental problem connected' with the 
construction of the Panama canal is 
the excavation and removal of the 
material from this central 
section 


through the Continental divide, 
the 


cost and time of removing the mater- 
ial from this section is not only the 
controlling problem in the construc- 
tion of the canal but is the factor 
which will ultimately determine not 
only ihc time of completion but tile 
cost of the work, regardless of any 
plan which may hereafter be adopt- 
ed. 


All other portions of the work-, all 


other problems, even' the control of 
the Chagres river, are subordinate to 
this principal feature, and can be eas- 
ily solved and completed within the 
limit of time required for the con- 
struction of this 
central 
section 


through the Continemat divide. 


The-French machinery found on the 


Isthmus, consisting of 
locomotives, 


dump cars and excavators, has been 
utilized as far .as possible. 
This is 


now being supplemented by modern 
American machinery as fast as it cnn 
he designed, contracted 
for, con- 


structed and installed. 


Actual Work 


On January 1st the machinery ac- 


tually at work at Cuiebra cut con- 
sisted of two French excavators' and 
two modern American steam shovels, 
with the tracks, cars and locomotives 
necessary for the disposal of tile ex- 
cavated material; the force 
having 


been increased 
from 
approximately 


live hundred men in' July to twelve 
hundred men on. the Xlst of Decem- 
ber, actually at work. 


..Eleven additional American steam 


shovels have been 
contracted for 


and arc now being d'clivered, erected 
and ilnsiaUcdv i The .installation of 
other equipment will proceed as fast 
as the force can be enlarged and the 
necessary tracks and other arrange- j 
ments made for the disposal of the | 
excavated- material. 
j 


After the present method of opera- 


tion has been continued, a reasona- 
ble length of time, sufficient data will 
be acculu'lated to enable the'coramis-i 
sion to determine definitely the mini-! 
ber of excavating units which -can be' 
operated, the cost per cubic- yard of 
the removal of .the excavated mater- 
ial and the capa'city of each excavat- 
ing 
1", unit.

When this information is at hand, 


not until then, the present commis- 
sion will be in possession.of the 'da-1 
la necessary to determine the approx-' 
imate length of time 
- required to 


complete the Cuiebra section through 
the Coiitiiinental divide, and the cost 
thereof; and as this is the controling 
feature of the work, the data obtain- 
thereof; and as this is the controlling 
factor 
iu the determination of the 


final plan to bo adopted. 


In the meantime the cost and the

Records of borings have been found 


in the archives of the French, engin- 
eers at Panama, giving general data 
as to the character of the formation 
to the level of the sea. 
While the' 


terms used iu describing the various! 
strata passed through might be in a 
measure unintelligible to the Amcri- 
co'r, still when they' have been inter- 
preted by the 150 feet of excavation 
already made under the auspices'.of 
the French at Cuiebra cut. and after 
a careful comparison has been made 
between die material already exposed 
and the original borings taken by the 
French engineers, and life interpreta- 
tion applied to the record of the bor- 
ings beneath the present surface, a 
fair idea of the general 
geological 


formation and the diJIiceultics to be 
encountered in the excavation can be- 
determined with reasonably 
certain- 


iiy. In the meantime, additional bor- 
ings with a diamond drill are being 
taken, along the axis of the canal. 


In the short space of time that the 


work has been under the control oC 
the Isthmian Canal Commission,'with 
the old machinery found on ihc .Isth- 
mus and with the imperfect organixa- 
tion existing, it lias been demonstrat- 
ed that the cost of excavation of the 
central Ctilcbra section will not ex- 
ceed fifty cents per cubic yard from 
the estimate of-the former commis- 
sion as the average cost of excavat- 
ing this material. 


Much Care Taken 


In obtaining these figures care has 


been 
taken 
that the proportion of 


difficult, work should be equal to, H'j 
not in excess of the proportion thati 
will probably be found in the remain- 
der of the excavation. 


How much further this cost, can bo 


reduced by the use of modern ma- 
chinery and the 'application of Amer- 
ican methods is yet to be determined. 


Very Important 


The importance of the work already 


done should not be measured by the 
actual quantity of material excavated, 
but by the lowest unit price per cub- 
ic yard of excavation, the 
qunntity 


which can be moved per excavating 
machine, and the number of excavat- 
ing- machines that can be installed, 
which, as stated before, will furnish 
the data for the determination of the 
questions of cost and time. 
z 


As an illustration of the importance 


of tliis method, it may be stated that 
the results already obtained would 
show a saving of fifteen millions of 
dollars in tiic cost of the work in the 
central Cuiebra section, which is ap- 
proximately eight to ten miles long, 
on the basis of a canal ninety feet 
above the level of the sea. 


Should the sea level plan hereafter 


be 'adopted, this saving would amount 
approximately to thirty millions 
of 


dollars as applied to the same sec- 
tion, the saving on intermediate lev- 
els being proportionate. 


Sea Level.Canal ' 


While it, is self-evident that a sea. 


level canal would be preferable, on 
account of the simplicity of the prob- 
lems connected with its construction, 
maintenance, operation and use, and 
it could be widened and 
deepened- 


without interference with traffic and 
would permit the transit of vessels 
through it in the shortest possible 
time, still the questions of time and 
cost are factors to be seriously con- 
sidered. 
The decision as io the final plan 


should be made by the American peo- 
ple, as presented by their congress, 
which body should take the responsi- 
bility therefore and should be the 
one "to decide this great 
question, 


after having been duly advised of all 
the elements which enter the prob- 
lem, through the 
Isthmian 
Canal 


Commissioners and the expert engin- 
eers constituting its membership,-as- 
sisted by such other professional ad- 
vice as it may consider necessary io 
employ. 


Tliis gi-c.iter problem is one which 


the chief engineer is not called upon 
to decide, and upon which' lie -hai; ex- 
pressed no official opinion, whether in 
regard to time or cost, this public 
press to the contrary 
notwithstand- 


ing. 


All estimates .as to time and' cost 


referred to by the chief engineer he-1 
fore the congressional' commit! ee or! 
others, have taken the figures, or; 
have been based upon 
the figures, 
; 


contained in tho published reports ot:|

- The province of tiio chief engineer | 
is to conduct, technical studies and ob-j 
tain all possible data, and to formu- 
late the various plans under consider- 
ation and submit the same to the 
Isthmian Cana.l Commission, to whom 
the reports; and while i us his privi- 
lege a n d - d u t y - t o accompany his re- 
ports witli such • comments, and rec- 
ommendations as he may 
consider 


advisable, the selection of the final 
plan remains primarily with the. com- 
mission and ultimately

American Congress. 


The responsibility for the econom- 


ical and -efficient execution, of such 
plans rests with the chief engineer. 


It is seU'-evideni, however, that the 


plan with the fewest locks and dams 
will be the best. 
As a "general prin- 


ciple, the canal with the 
sin-.plest 


form, the lowest elevation, and the 
greatest, utility, is .the most, desirable. 


Economical Plan 


Other tilings bein;?.'equal, the most 


economical plan would be 
one 
-in 


which the interest of tho cost of con- 
struction plus the cost, of 
mainten- 


ance ancl operation, is the lowest, con- 
sidered • in connection with a canal 
which \yill-admit of-t-ho quickest pas- 
sage of vessels through it, and which 
can he enlarged either in width or 
depth with the least'possiblc expense 
and wfth tho least .disturbance of 
traffic. 


In the study of 'this subject, 
pre- 


conceived theories should not be per- 
mitted to affect the final plan adopt- 
ed. 


Time should be given the commis- 


sion and the chief engineer to thor- 
oughly study and consider all. 
the 


facts surrounding ilic- problem. 


Preconceived Ideas 


If tliis is done, many preconceived 


ideas and theories will be eliminated 
by the logic of facts, it should not. 
be forgotten that ignorance a'nd self-! 
interest 
separately 
or 
in combina-; 


lion arc 
tiie. parents of controversy, I 


and if this problem is sludfid i n j j . h c j 
f u l l sunlight of midday, 
with com- 


plete knowledge, of all the facts and 
conditions surrouiulisg the problem, 
there will be small ground for dif- 
ferences of opinion. 


And it is to be hoped 
that 
the 


American people will not. be impa- 
tient in granting the Commission and 
H's chief engineer such time as may 
be necessary to bring this happy re- 
sult. 
..It would, not seem unreasonable to 
take even two years in the careful 
preparation of a design for this great1, 
work, which it. has takeirfivc hundred 
years to conceive in the womb of civ- 
ilization, and which it. is to be hoped 
will benefit mankind a thousand years 
hence.

AMERICAN EDUCATION IN THE 


PHILIPPINES. 


As the work stands' today in the 


Philippines, we are. educating 200,000 
boys and girls in 
the 
public day 


schools, young men and young wom- 
en old men 'and old women (some 
sixty years of age.) in 
'the public 


night schools. 
There are thirty pro- 


vincial high schools 
with 
20,000 


young men and young women pupils; 
most of them are preparing for places 
as teachers in the public schools. In 
the city of Manilla there is an insu- 
lar normal school for teachers, with 
an enrollment of COO; 
an insular 


trade school to teach the industrial 
arts, with an attendance of 500, and 
a nautical school with a membership 
of 200 young men. 


All this great educational work is 


cared 'for by thirty-live American sup- 
erintendents,. 900 .American teachers, 
and about 3,000 native teachers, all 


• o f them using the.English language 
as the medium of instruction. 
This 


policy of teaching in English is sound 
because the Christian Filipinos (G.- 
000,000 of them) are bright and pick 
up a language quicker 
than 
the 


American teachers could learn Span- 
ish. 
Ex-General Superintendents 
of 


Education Bryan and Atkinson both 
testify to that fact. 
Said Mr. Bryan 


at the Lake Mohawk conference last 
October: "In a'few months Filipinos 
can recite in the English language, 
and at'tor three and a half years of 
this work in the schools, more Fili- 
pino people can talk the English lan- 
guage than were able to speak the 
Spanish language after a Spanish oc- 
cupation of more than three centuries. 
Three hundred thousand people in the 
Philippine archipelago today are able 
to converse more or less intelligently 
in the English language." 
That is 


a real substantial gain of only six 
years American occupation, with the 
first three years disturbed by insur- 
rections. 


; Mr. Bryan is of the opinion that 


the Filipinos excel in all -work that 
is based on memory or 
imitation, 


such as music, rudiments oi' a lan- 
guage, rudiments of art work, draw- 
ing, mechanics, etc., but that they 
are not equal to American children 
in those lines of school work that are 
based upon reasoning, upon consecu- 
tive, logical thinking. 


At the head of our educational work 


in the Philippines stand two men pe- 
culiarly fitted for the positions they 
occupy. 
Dr. David P. Barrows, an 


alumnus of the University of Califor- 
nia, who took his doctor's degree at 
the University of Chicago, a scholar- 
ly gentleman, a man who knows more 
about the Philippine people probably 
than any other American, is the pres- 
ent general superintendent of educa- 
tion. For a lime he was chief of the 
Philippine Bureau of Ethnology, the 
superintendent of the schools of the 
city of Manila. He knows, more about 
the needs of the people, because he 
has visited more Philippine 
towns 


than any other American. The other 
man is General James F. Smith, sec- 
retary of public instruction. He serv- 
ed as brigadier-general in the Philip- 
pines, then collector of suctoms 1'or 
the port, of Manila, and as a member 
of the supreme court. 
There is one. 


advantage which lie possesses and 
which, naturally, endears him to the 
Filipinos. 
He is a member of the 


church to which ninety-eight 
per 


cent of them belong. 
He knows the 


people, sympathizes with them, and 
believes in them as a childlike peo- 
ple. 


That is our educational outfit in 


the Philippines today, and it. is a good 
one. 
It is headed by an Ani'erican 


soldier, and was begun by American 
soldiers when, in the very first days 
of American occupancy, they, privates 
at that, nailed sheets of paper to the 
trees, and began to teach the people 
that hand in hand with American oc- 
cupation went American effort to in- 
struct and elevate.
